On the night of 9/3/68, at 8:30 p.m., FRANK NICOLETTI 
was observed leaving the candy store at the southeast corner 
of 10th and Christian Streets. NICOLETTI's Cadillac was. parked 
on the south side of Christian Street. He observed the informant 
and waved for him to stop. NICOLETTI asked the informant if 
JOSEPH SCAFIDI and ANGELO BRUNO had met last Saturday (8/31/68).. 
Informant said he didnét know and asked NICOLETTI if there was 
something wrong. NICOLETTI said "You know JOSEPH SCAFIDI is 
selling out of the numbers and I am, going: to take over JOSEPH 
SCAFIDI's play." Informant said from this, it was apparent that 
NICOLETTI had prior knowledge that BRUNO was going to meet with 
NICOLETTI on 8/31/68. Source said, however, he did not give 
NICOLETTI any information and when he meets with ANGELO BRUNO. 
NICOLETTI will be able to say that he had not heard the details 
of this meeting from the informant. NICOLETTI physically was 
described as losing a lot of weight, andlof' being pale, and of 
living in constant fear that the FBI is going to put him in jail 
Some day. 

The meeting between JOSEPH SCAFIDI and ANGELO BRUNO 
was discussed with the informant on 9/4/68. Informant stated 
that the following facts were clear to him: 


Informant said that he knew personally in 1930 that 
JOHN AVENA was the Boss of the Philadelphia Family LCN or Mafia 
even though the informant, himself, at that time was nota 
member.

SCAFIDI, even though he did 
not say so, probably decided not to sell his interest in these 
numbers when he heard that FRANK NICOLETTI was going to take over. 


On 9/4/68, it was again discussed with the informant 
whether or not he could add any other individuals to the lists 


. that JOSEPH SCAFIDI had identified as knowing about the grave 


site on the farm in New Jersey. The names furnished by the 

source on 9/3/68, were discussed with the source. He said he 
could not add any other names td the list. He advised that he 
remembered no names of persons in the Trenton, N.J., or Camden, 
N.J.., area being thentionéd by JOSEPH SCAFIDI. He said it appeared 
to him that all of the persons in the Philadelphia area are the 
ones who know about this grave site.
